Truly be 
the tulet of hym ſelf neuer lo euil 
pet þ lawes, iudgemẽtes. punilhs 
ments and ſtatutes ,, made fox 
the punyſhement of eupll,and the 
defence of the good, be the very 
woꝛke of God:foz the maieſttates 
be the kepets of diſcipline a peace. 
Therefoze as the mocion of the 
heuens, the fertility of the earth be 
the wozkes of god, and pꝛelerued 
by him:euẽ ſo be the gouernours 
and rulers of the carth, as Dauid 
ſaith:he geueth healtheto Pꝛinces 
as i was ſhewed in hym lelte,
